lishing electric railway communice- 
tion with new cities and towns with 
an Aggregate population of more 
than 100,000. ' 

A new line, nine miles long, from 
Van Nuys to Owensmouth will be 
completed in about forty days. A 
line covering an equal distance from 
Van Nuys to San Fernando will be 
in operation about February 1. An 
important new line, tight miles long, 
is being built from Santa Ana to Or- 
ange tapping a densely populated and 
important territory. 

Work will be begun at once on 
lines from Upland to San Bernardino 
and from Colton to Riverside. These 
will be in operation in about six 
months and will bring the great ci 
belt Into the Los Angeles interurban 
cireult. Direct connection with both 
express and way trains will be estab- 
lished between this city, San Bernar- 
dino/ Colton, Redlands and Riverside. 
It is planned to make the rufining 
time as fast as on the beach lines 
where a speed of a mile a minute is) 
frequently maintained. | 

The Pacific Electric is carrying 
6,500,000 passengers evefy month and 
some of them are carried distances 
of twenty-five miles or more. The 
big red cars are limited to a maxi- 
mum speed of twenty-five miles an 
hour in the city but on the private 
right of way they attain a maximum 
of sixty miles, Few iff any electric 
railroads in the world equal the speed 
regularly maintaincd on the beacn 
lines. | 

MODEL FOR EASTERNERS. 

The system has been inspected 
during the past six months by repre- 
sentatives of nearly all the great raii- 
way systems of the United States. 
Trips in special cars have been ar- 
ranged several times for the purpose 
of giving these visitors an opportuni- 
ty to view the line and its workings. 
Two' New York. Central officials, ac- 
companied by Pacific Electric men, 
made a thorough inspection of two of 
the lines day before yesterday. 

Pacific Electric officials assert that 
the commutetion fares here are lew- 
er than on any other interurban rail- 
way in the United States. The law in 
many Eastern States allows two cents 
per Mile and on many roads commu: 
tation tickets are not sold. The av- 
erage commutation fare on the Pacific 
Electric is considerably less than one 
cent per mile. 

The announced policy of the Pacific 
Electric management is to extend all 
its interior lines. The carrying out of 
this policy aids in the development 
and growth of suburban towns and 
encourages the rancher and small 
produce grower. 

As soon as the citrus belt lines are 
completed ether interior lines are to 
be extended. The most important 
construction planned for the near fu- 
ture are double-track lines to Santa 
Barbera and San Diego.
